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Key Messages — Political Process
This past weekend, Irag's new Governing Council was formed. This is a momentous step. The launch of the Governing Council
means that Iragis will now play a more central role in running their country.

The Governing Council will be an interim body. A body to ensure that all Iragis' views are properly represented in this interim period.

The Governing Council will -- for the first time in Iraqg's history -- bring together a balanced representative group of political leaders
from across the country. It will represent the diversity of Irag: whether they are Shi‘a or Sunni, Arab or Kurd, Baghdadi or Basrawi,
man or woman, all Iragis will see themselves represented on this Council.

The Governing Council will be involved in all significant decisions the Iragi Government and the Coalition take in the months ahead.
The Council will name the new Ministers to lead Irag's Ministries. And its members will be able to represent Iraq internationally. It will
determine the budget for next year.

One of the Governing Council's first jobs will be to help launch the constitutional process. The constitution will be written by Iragis and
for Iragis. It will not be written by the Coalition. Once the constitution is written, the Iragi people will have an opportunity to approve it,
and then hold elections for a sovereign government.
